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Local man killed in Sea Road crash 


POLICE ARREST THREE PEOPLE AFTER PICK-UP DRIVER DIES AT THE SCENE 


OFFICERS are appealing for witnesses after a 
64-year-old man from Bridport died in a car 
crash on Monday evening (November 13th). 
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Two vehicles - a silver Mercedes convertible 
and a black Mitsubishi L200 pick-up truck - col¬ 
lided on A35 Sea Road South, near the Crown 
roundabout, at around 11.15pm. 

The driver of the Mitsubishi, a 64-year-old 
man from the Bridport area, died at the scene. 
His family have been informed and the coroner 
notified. 

A 35-year-old man, also from the Bridport 
area, travelling in the Mercedes suffered seri¬ 
ous but not life-threat- 


before the incident to please contact Dorset Po¬ 
lice. 

“I would ask anybody who was in the area at 
the time to consider any dash cam or CCTV 
they may have which could assist us in our in¬ 
vestigations.”

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A ‘good and efficient’ police force 
means residents can feel safe 


DORSET Police and 
the Crime Commis¬ 
sioner have welcom¬ 
ed a report by Her 
Majesty’s Inspector¬ 
ate of Constabulary 
and Fire and Rescue 
Services (HMICFRS) 
which assesses force 
efficiency and leader¬ 
ship. 

The report graded 
Dorset as ‘good’ over¬ 
all at keeping people 
safe and reducing 
crime, understanding 
and making the most 
of its available re¬ 
sources and demands, 
and planning effec¬ 
tively for the future. 

Dorset Police was 
found to have a com¬ 
prehensive under¬ 
standing of the full 
range of demands for 
its services. This 
ranges from answer¬ 
ing and responding to 
999 calls, to protecting 
victims and uncover¬ 
ing unreported crimes. 

The force was found 
to make good use of 
its resources and can 
clearly identify the 
skills needed to oper¬ 
ate effectively. There 
is a clear understand¬ 
ing of the benefits of 
joint working, with 
good collaborative 
links with other po¬ 
lice and partner or¬ 
ganisations across 


the region. 

Dorset Police was 
found to have good 
plans for the future 
with an extensive 
evaluation of likely 
future demand, 
demonstrating they 
are ambitious and 
well prepared. 

Savings of £32.2m 
have been made over 
the last spending re¬ 
view period with an 
increasing focus on 
the strategic alliance 
with Devon & Corn¬ 
wall Police. 

The force aims to 
achieve further sav¬ 
ings in the future 
through continued 
collaborative work¬ 
ing and the explo¬ 
ration of a full merger 
between the two 
forces, uniting Devon 
& Cornwall Police 
and Dorset Police into 
one police force. 

Deputy Chief Con¬ 
stable, James 

Vaughan, said: “I am 
pleased that 

HMICFRS have as¬ 
sessed Dorset Police 
as a good and efficient 
force. 

“We have been faced 
with significant re¬ 
ductions in funding 
and this grading re¬ 
sult is a testament to 
the hard work that 
has taken place by of¬ 


ficers and staff, ensur¬ 
ing we can continue 
to provide a good ser¬ 
vice to the residents 
of Dorset.” 

Dorset Police and 
Crime Commissioner, 
Martyn Underhill, 
welcomed the HMIC¬ 
FRS grading. He said: 
“I am pleased to see 
Dorset Police has 
been recognised as 
‘good’ at making the 
best use of resources 
and planning for the 
future. 

“Now is a pivotal 
time for policing na¬ 
tionally. We are see¬ 
ing an increase in 
demand and an in¬ 
crease in complex, in¬ 
vestigatory work as 
well as a rise in vio¬ 
lent and knife crime. 
It has never been so 
important to make 
best use of available 
resources to keep peo¬ 
ple safe. 

“HMICFRS has 
recognised our signif¬ 
icant efforts to im¬ 
prove efficiency, but

Support for people living with diabetes 


NEW research from Diabetes UK 
has found that 64 per cent of people 
living with diabetes in the south 
west experience emotional or men¬ 
tal health problems as a result of 
their condition. 

In a survey carried out by Dia¬ 
betes UK, 861 people of different 
ages, ethnicities and backgrounds 
from across the south west shared 
their experiences of living with di¬ 
abetes. 

How diabetes affects emotional 
wellbeing stood out as a major fac¬ 
tor for respondents, with nearly 
two thirds (64.4 per cent) saying 
that they often or sometimes feel 
down because of their diabetes. 

A third (33.1 per cent) said that 
diabetes got in the way of them or 
a family member doing things 
they wanted to do. And, alarm¬ 
ingly, only a third (32.9 per cent) 
said they definitely felt in control 
of their diabetes. 

The research also found that 23 
per cent of respondents said that 
they would like a local support 
group and 10 per cent were inter¬ 
ested in getting online support 
through a forum or social media. 

That’s why Diabetes UK has set 
up a local group in West Dorset, 
based in Dorchester, that offers 
support to people living with dia¬ 
betes. It’s run by volunteers and 
members get the chance to meet 


and share experiences. 

Annika Palmer, Diabetes UK 
south west regional head, said: 
“Living with diabetes can be ex¬ 
hausting and people tell us that 
they don’t want to give in to feel¬ 
ings of depression and anxiety. 

“What they need instead is sup¬ 
port to manage a serious health 
condition well and protect their 
emotional wellbeing and mental 
health. 

“The West Dorset support group 
provides the opportunity to talk 
about what it’s like to live with or 
care for someone with diabetes, 
without blame or stigma. 

It’s a safe space where emotional 
needs are treated with equal im¬ 
portance to physical needs, and 
members can talk about diabetes 
from their own experiences. 

“At Diabetes UK we are commit¬ 
ted to helping people live well with 
diabetes and to make more initia¬ 
tives that connect people possible. 
No one should feel unsupported 
and alone with their diabetes.”

The force is also 
part of other regional 
collaboration projects 
looking at issues such 
as organised crime, 
forensics, fraud and 
counter terrorism.

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Chideock campaigners: bypass is only answer 


THE group lobbying for a bypass around the cen¬ 
tre of Chideock have released a report of a pro¬ 
posed Low Emission Zone (LEZ) for the village, 
but still feel a bypass is the only answer. 

Members of the Chideock Bypass Working 
Group report that Chideock Parish Council has 
an agreed policy to seek to implement a LEZ 
along the A35 through Chideock and not sup¬ 
port the construction of a bypass, despite a 
parish poll showing almost 80 per cent in sup¬ 
port for a bypass. 

They state that while a LEZ may suit other areas 
of the UK, such as big cities, Chideock has a 
unique topography and is one of the major pinch 
points along the A35, one of the 18 key strategic 
routes in England. 

They have identified 10 issues that would need 
to be resolved before a LEZ could be considered 
as a viable option for Chideock.

These include: 

• Where does the traffic go? 

• What charges and penalties would be set? 

• What exemptions will apply to local 
residents? 

• What happens to heavy goods vehicles? 

• How will the local farming community be 
affected? 

• Will motorcycles get charged or fined? 

• Can modified vehicles be identified? 

• What about illegally modified vehicles? 

• What will happen to foreign registered 
vehicles? 

• Will vehicles be checked before they enter 
the LEZ? 

Members identified six alternative routes to 


avoid Chideock, but consider a diversion via the 
A37 from Dorchester to Yeovil, which would then 
follow the A30, A3088, A303 and A30 to Honi- 
ton remotely viable. 

A spokesperson for the group said: "The route 
would add approximately 25 miles to the journey 
and take around an hour longer, thereby adding 
to transport costs and deterring visitors. 

"Pollution is not the only problem facing 
Chideock. Introducing an LEZ will not solve the 
problems of some of the most dangerous air¬ 
borne pollutants generated by traffic. 

"Neither will it solve the problems of noise pol¬ 
lution, vibration, safety, quality of life and the 
protection of a unique medieval village. 

"Chideock residents live under the constant 
threat of traffic accidents, in particular the catas¬ 
trophic potential of out of control HGVs destroy¬ 


ing the centre of the village. 

"What is quite clear is that none of our local 
elected representatives or Highways England 
have any idea where the traffic would go after im¬ 
plementing a LEZ."

Should volunteers be 
able to park for free? 


THE question of whether vol¬ 
unteers should continue to 
have free parking when un¬ 
dertaking unpaid jobs was 
brought up at Bridport Town 
Council’s environment and 
social wellbeing committee. 

The issue was raised follow¬ 
ing West Dorset District 
Council’s decision to scrap 
their car parking concessions. 

On this decision, Cllr John 
Russell, West Dorset District 
Council’s portfolio holder for 
environmental protection and 
assets, said: “There were a 
number of volunteer and con¬ 
cessionary parking arrange¬ 
ments across the district 
which had been offered on an 
ad hoc basis for a number of 
years. 

“Our members made the de¬ 
cision that the number of re¬ 
quests for such arrangements 
had become too high for resi¬ 
dents to continue to subsidise. 

“To ensure that no organisa¬ 
tion is given priority over oth¬ 
ers, we will no longer issue 
free parking permits. 

“This decision forms part of 
the West Dorset parking pol¬ 
icy which was recently agreed 
by full council.” 

Following the end of the dis¬ 
trict council’s concessionary 
scheme, Cllr Dave Rickard 
said that Bridport Town 


Council should have a policy 
of reimbursing volunteer’s 
parking tickets after he met 
and spoke to two volunteers at 
West Bay clearing and look¬ 
ing after the flowers near the 
station car park. 

He said: “They quite fre¬ 
quently have stuff to take 
down to the tip so they have 
taken their car. 

“A couple of weeks ago the 
traffic warden gave them a 
ticket and that was waived by 
the new parking officer, but 
they’ve introduced that no¬ 
body volunteering for the 
community - either for 
WDDC or for anyone else - 
will be able to park for free in 
the car park. 

“I realised we don’t have a 
policy and if we want people 
to volunteer to do some work, 
which might require the use 
of a car and car parking, 
should we have a policy of re¬ 
imbursing parking tickets for 
some circumstances?” 

Cllr Julian Jones said he 
was “not keen” on the pro¬ 


posal. 

He said: “The parking fees 
are very low, in that case you 
have people claiming a couple 
of pounds - a tiresome incon¬ 
venience for the town council 
for a tiny, tiny pittance of 
money. 

“I think the WDDC decision 
was correct. 

He added: “If I am doing 
some voluntary work for an 
organisation, I don’t claim 
any money for travelling 
there or anything. 

“I think it is silly to talk 
about a pound or two on park¬ 
ing as being a big issue. 

“I don’t think the people who 
are looking after the station 
will cease to look after the sta¬ 
tion for that.” 

However, Cllr Rickard felt 
that the message they were 
sending out by not doing it 
was that they didn’t value the 
volunteers. 

Town clerk Bob Gillis 
agreed to look at examples of 
concessionary parking else¬ 
where.

“We will use whichever woods the 
client wants - as long as they’re fit 
for purpose - and we’ll also cus¬ 


tomise the cockpit and deck layout 
for them. 

“We’re talking about fully bespoke 
classic powerboats that offer great 
performance, elegance, style and - of 
course - comfort too. If a client does¬ 
n’t say ‘wow’ when they see one of 
my boats, then I’ll have failed.” 


Domino's hit by more than 60 bad reviews 


DOMINO'S Pizza in Bridpo- 
rt has received more than 
60 bad reviews on its 
Facebook page since it 
opened last year.

"Well tonight has only 
backed up my decision to 
avoid this place at all 
costs. 

"Service was shocking, 
waited over an hour, sev¬ 
eral call attempts later to 
be told our food had not 
even touched the oven!" 

Another said: "Took over 
an hour to deliver my 
order, when it did arrive 
not only was it luke warm, 
part of my order was miss¬ 
ing. 

"The 'sorry, be right back' 


delivery driver never came 
back. 

"Tried to phone numer¬ 
ous times to complain, on 
the only attempt they actu¬ 
ally answered they hung 
up straight away. 

"Having already paid for 
something that was never 
delivered and not be able 
to report the issue is not 
acceptable." 

Others also complained 
of items not being deliv¬ 
ered and receiving the 
wrong order. 

The store has received 17 
five star reviews with one 
fan saying: "Ordered pizza 


from here on quite a few 
occasions, never had a 
problem; always delivered 
on time, hot and tasty piz¬ 
zas. Keep up the good 
work guys." 

Joshua Spears, a 
spokesperson for Domi¬ 
no's, said: "In the last 12 
months, the store has sold 
more than 45,000 pizzas, 
but we accept one com¬ 
plaint is one too many. 

"We are always striving to 
offer the best service pos¬ 
sible and take all our cus¬ 
tomers' comments on boa¬ 
rd to constantly improve 
what we do."

LIGHT drops of rain sparkled in the 
bright autumnal sunshine as the 
Reveille pierced the air to signal the 
end of the Remembrance Day cere¬ 
mony at the war memorial in South 
Street as the people of Bridport as¬ 
sembled to pay their respects to all 
those that gave their lives fighting 
for their country.

The mayor then laid the first of the 
wreaths around the war memorial. 

The parade filed into St Mary’s 
Church for the Remembrance Ser¬ 
vice for a service conducted by the 
Rev’d Pete Stone, Rev’d Janis Moore 
and Rev’d Ann Ayling. 

The Wessex Military Band played 
in the church, with readings by Brig 
Dean and the deputy mayor. 


Meanwhile the mayor attended a 
secular gathering in Bucky Doo. 

She told View From: “The intention 
was that as I do not attend church, I 
wanted to involve everybody and 
make it a very inclusive event so that 
anyone who would prefer not to at¬ 
tend church could come together and 
do it in their own way. 

“This is the first time we have done 
this on Remembrance Day and was 
reasonably attended, and I received 
some very nice comments back from 
people thanking me and saying how 
much they enjoyed it. 

“It was different, but I think with 
our Rights Respecting hopes that we 
have for Bridport, we are trying to be 
much more inclusive generally. 

“We realise that we have so many 
people in our town with different 
feelings and different ways of doing 
things that this was an opportunity 
for them to come forward, and I 
think it went very successfully.” 

The whole event was very spectac¬ 
ular. After the conclusion of the ser¬ 
vice, the band headed the parade 
back to Bucky Doo Square where the 
mayor took the salute before ad¬ 
dressing those present. 

In welcoming everyone she said: “It 
is always an honour to walk with all 
of you on Remembrance Sunday, to 
share our memories and thoughts of 
all those who gave their lives in war, 
and those who continue to work in 
our forces to keep us safe. 

“Today has been extra special for 
me, as mayor, to represent our town 
in this way.” 

She thanked the Royal British Le¬ 
gion for continuing to organise the 


particular Brig , 
Dean, for his direction as well as the 
parade marshal’s for forming such a 
wonderful parade. 

“This doesn’t ‘just happen’, it takes 
a great deal of work and organisation 
on the part of many people, including 
officers of our town council, and for 
which I am always grateful.”

Arrests made in search 
for missing teenager

DETECTIVES have ar¬ 
rested two people follow¬ 
ing the disappearance of 
Swanage teenager Gaia 
Pope, with searches ongo¬ 
ing to locate her. 

Gaia, 19 and from Lang- 
ton Matravers, was stay¬ 
ing at an address in 
Swanage when she disap¬ 
peared on the afternoon of 
Tuesday, November 7th. 

Search warrants took 
place at two addresses in 
Swanage late in the after¬ 
noon of Monday, Novem¬ 
ber 13th. 

A 19-year-old man and a 
71-year-old woman, both 
from the Swanage area, 
were arrested on suspi¬ 
cion of murder and are 
currently assisting offi¬ 
cers with enquiries. They 
are both known to Gaia. 

The last reported sight¬ 
ing of Gaia was at an ad¬ 


dress in Manor Gardens 
on Morrison Road at 
around 4pm on November 
7th. She was said to be 
wearing a red checked 
shirt with white buttons, 
grey and white woven leg¬ 
gings and white trainers. 

Senior Investigating Offi¬ 
cer Neil Devoto, of Dorset 
Police's Major Crime Inves¬ 
tigation Team, said: "It has 
been almost a week since 
Gaia's last confirmed sight¬ 
ing and she has not been 
seen or heard from since. 

"We have looked through 
CCTV that covers the 
Swanage area, including 
transport hubs, and there 
is nothing to suggest she 
has left the area. Her disap¬ 
pearance is completely out 
of character and, following 
our extensive enquiries, 
we sadly now believe that 
she may have come to 
harm. 


"We have not yet found 
Gaia and our searches will 
continue. I would appeal to 
anyone who has informa¬ 
tion about her disappear¬ 
ance to please contact 
Dorset Police. 

"Our specially-trained of¬ 
ficers have updated Gaia's 
family and are supporting 
them at this very difficult 
time." 


Search efforts will con¬ 
tinue and have been ongo¬ 
ing since Tuesday in the 
Swanage area. The search 
has been supported by the 
coastguard, NPAS heli¬ 
copter and volunteers from 
Dorset Search and Rescue 
and Wessex 4x4.

Bridport mum walks Great Wall for Alzheimer's charity 



A WOMAN from Bridport 
has walked part of the Great 
Wall of China to raise 
money for the Alzheimer's 
Society. 

The trek was inspired by 
the profound effect Kristy 
Stordy's father's vascular 
dementia diagnosis is hav¬ 
ing on her and her family. 

The gruelling trek took six 
days, covering around 100 
miles in total. 

Kristy Stordy's group 
raised over a quarter of a 
million pounds for the char¬ 
ity, with £13,000 raised 
solely by Kristy. 

Kristy told Wessex FM 
about the experience: “It 
was amazing. It was the 
hardest thing I've ever done, 
but the most rewarding, in¬ 
credible experience. 

“There was laughter, there 
were tears - and then when 
we walked to the top of the 
three provinces, we had a 


minute's silence for the peo¬ 
ple we were there for. That 
was the most emotional part 
- because we had a minute to 
sit and think about why we 
were really there, after all 
the travelling and organis¬ 
ing and fundraising. I know 
my dad would be so proud of 
me - and I was there for 
him.” 

Kristy added: “He was 
given a month to live in 
2015. My mum cares for him 
at home, and the care she 
gives him is the only reason 
the doctors can explain why 
he's still here. 

“He doesn't show emotions 
because he can't because 
he's so poorly, but when I 
said goodbye to him before I 
went to China, he started 
crying. 

“I truly believe he knew 
for that minute that I was 
going and that I was going 
for him.”

She has attended 
since 2015, when she lost her husband 
Mickie to chronic obstructive pulmonary 
disorder.The pair had been married for 
more than 40 years and had three daughters 
together. 

Weldmar became involved with them in 
2014, when Mickie was starting to deterio¬ 


rate and Val says the staff and volunteers 
were ‘amazing’ in caring for them both. 

They had a volunteer coming in to offer 
therapy to help him relax, and community 
nurses would visit. He stayed at the hospice 
twice, and ‘felt happy and safe’ despite being 
prone to terrible panic attacks. 

Val said: “The hospice moved us into a 
larger room, and our daughters came with 
the babies. The room gave us the chance to 
be normal, to chat about ordinary things 
surrounded by baby paraphernalia and just 
be a family. They were so considerate. Light 
up a Life gives you a chance to reflect on 
that person who’s not going to be there. You 
share similar emotions to everyone there 
and that is reassuring and comforting.”

BRIDPORT Winter Solstice Festival returns 
to town in December, promising a lively 
feast of fun to welcome the shortest day and 
the return of the light. 

Organised for the second year by Afro Celt 
Sound System and The Imagined Village 
founder Simon Emmerson, Bridport Electric 
Palace manager Susan Warren and local 
writer Margery Hookings, the festival will be 
held over three days from December 21st-23rd. 

The line-up features the mighty Dhol 
Foundation on Thursday, December 21st, 
followed the next day by folk superstars 
and local heroes Show of Hands and, on 
Saturday, an acclaimed film about lost folk 
singer Shirley Collins.

The festival kicks off with a return to Brid¬ 
port for The Dhol Foundation. They got ev¬ 
eryone up on their feet at last year’s 
inaugural festival’s Bollywood Night. 
They’ll be joined by The 
Bollywoodettes and Nachda Sansaar 
dancers, who’ll be taking the audience 
through their paces with a free Bhangra 
dance lesson at the start of the evening. 

Master Dhol drummer, artistic director 
and music producer Johnny Kalsi steers the 
band. The musicians travel the globe with 
the mission of promoting and exposing the 
indigenous sounds of the Dhol Drum to the 
masses. 

Always engaging the audience with the full 
power and energetic performances, The 
Dhol Foundation are effervescent and wow 
the crowds with their dynamics, whirling 
arms and thunderous beats. Their musical- 
ity is formed from a rich tapestry of culture, 
passion and their love for World Music. 

While they tour, they absorb influences 
from collaborators, record them on an album 
and deliver them on stage. 

On Friday, December 22nd, Show of Hands 
will be demonstrating that The Only Way is 


Wessex in a very special gig which sees them 
returning to their roots. 

Featuring many of the Wessex-based songs 
that are their trademark, the gig will recall 
duo Steve Knightley and Phil Beer’s early 
days when they first performed in West 
Dorset more than 25 years ago. Their first 
CD was recorded live in Bridport at the Bull 
Hotel. 

Back then they played hundreds of clubs, 
pubs and music venues within a two-hour 
radius of Bridport. It was to be the start of a 
remarkable musical journey. Peter Gabriel 
called them ‘One of the great English bands’ 
and with five sell-out Royal Albert Hall 
shows and numerous BBC folk awards 
under their belts, the duo is now one of 
major players on the English folk and roots 
scene. 

Playing high energy, melodic, acoustic 
music their music draws heavily on the peo¬ 
ple, stories and landscape of their native 
Wessex. 

On Saturday, December 23rd at 2pm, Brid¬ 


port Winter Solstice Festival will be showing 
The Ballad of Shirley Collins, followed by a 
Q&A with Shirley Collins and the film’s di¬ 
rector, Paul Williams. 

Widely regarded as the 20th century’s most 
important singer of English traditional song, 



Shirley Collins stood at the epicentre of the 
folk music scene during the 1960s and 70s. 
But in 1980 she lost her voice in mysterious 
circumstances, and was forced to retire from 
musical life. 

Rob Curry and Tim Plester’s documentary 
sets out to explore the story behind the icon, 
and chronicles Shirley’s battle, at the grand 
old age of 80, to rediscover that voice she lost 
so many years previously. 

The film offsets this contemporary journey 
with a more literal one taken from the other 
end of her life, and makes fertile use of au¬ 
thentic 1959 audio-archive to recount the tale 
of Shirley’s seminal road-trip around Amer¬ 
ica’s Deep South alongside her then-lover 
(and pre-eminent ethnomusicologist) Alan 
Lomax. 

Featuring among others the comedian 
Stewart Lee, the film eschews a straightfor¬ 
ward biopic approach and mindfully 
sidesteps any ‘rockumentary’ talking-heads. 
Instead, the filmmakers offer a meditative 
and richly-textured piece of portraiture, one 
which uses Shirley’s story as a prism 
through which to explore and reflect upon 
themes of heritage, posterity and the true an¬ 
cestral melodies of the people. 

It is a film about loss and redemption, 
about sacrifice, healing and rebirth.

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Stunning Kia Stinger Gran Turismo arrives in the UK 


IT'S HERE at last! The stunning 
Kia Stinger, an elegant gran 
turismo based on the 2011 Kia 
GT Concept from the Frankfurt 
Motor Show, is now in full pro¬ 
duction and today goes on sale 
in the UK priced from £31,995. 

Stinger is the most adventurous 
model in Kia's history, the com¬ 
pany's first classic grand tourer 
and the first rear-wheel-drive 
model it has introduced to Eu¬ 
rope. In range-topping twin-turbo 
V6 guise, it is also the fastest-ac¬ 
celerating Kia ever, with a 0- 
60mph time of 4.7 seconds. 

Six years in the making, it 
was designed in Europe at the 
Frankfurt studios under the 
watch of President of Design 
and Chief Design Officer Peter 
Schreyer and European Head of 
Design Gregory Guillaume. 
Prototypes have covered the 
equivalent of 27 trips around 
the Equator, taking in extreme 
climate testing in Europe, Asia, 
the Middle East and North and 
South America, to perfect the 
car, and every development 
model has done at least 480 laps 
(10,000 kilometres) of the tortu¬ 
ous Nurburgring Nordschleife. 
The testing regime was headed 
by Kia's Head of Vehicle Test 
and High Performance Develop¬ 
ment, Albert Biermann. 


Five versions are available in 
the UK, all with turbocharged 
direct-injection engines mated 
to an eight-speed automatic 
gearbox and featuring state-of- 
the-art electronic driver aids 
and connectivity systems. The 
GT-Line and GT-Line S offer the 
choice of a 2.0-litre 244bhp T- 
GDi petrol engine or a 2.2-litre 
197bhp CRDi turbodiesel, while 
the range-topping GT S has ex¬ 
clusive use of a 3.3-litre 365bhp 
twin-turbo V6. The GT S, as the 
fastest and most powerful 
model in the range, also has ad¬ 
justable electronic suspension 
damping and Brembo brakes. 

A gran turismo , not a 
sports car 

Stinger is a classic grand 
tourer, not a hard-edged sports 
car. It harks back to an era 
when travelling was all about 
the joy of the journey and get¬ 
ting to the final destination 
could be an anti-climax. 

"The Stinger has nothing to do 
with being the first to arrive," 
says Gregory Guillaume. "This 
car is all about the journey. It's 
about passion." 

It was inspired by the elegant 
grand tourers Guillaume saw 
as a child growing up in 1970s 
France, wafting their occupants 
effortlessly from Paris to St 


Tropez and other glamour spots 
on the Riviera. Even as a young 
boy Guillaume was drawing his 
own ideas for elegant grand 
tourers, hoping that one day 
they might become reality. 
They were his inspiration for 
the 2011 GT Concept and, subse¬ 
quently, Stinger. 

Stinger exhibits classic gran 
turismo proportions - long bon¬ 
net, short front overhang, long 
wheelbase, cabin positioned to¬ 
wards the rear of the car, 
lengthy rear overhang beneath 
broad shoulders and a 'Coke- 
bottle' nip in the waist. It sets a 
template for Kia's bold and ex¬ 
citing future and is the final 
step in the company's transition 
from a manufacturer of purely 
rational, durable, value-centric 
cars to one able to compete with 
the world's best for desirability, 
design and technology. 

This may be a new kind of Kia, 
but the design cues which have 
stood the company in good stead 
since Schreyer joined in 2006 
are all in evidence. What Guil¬ 
laume calls the "sleek and 
sharky" front end has a new in¬ 
terpretation of Kia's ’tiger-nose’ 
grille mounted between com¬ 
plex headlamp units. There is a 
castellated upper edge to the 
windscreen. And the flanks are 


simple and unadorned. Visual 
engagement also comes from 
the large lower grille and air in¬ 
take, dark chrome highlights 
and bold rear diffuser with quad 
tailpipes on petrol models and 
twin tailpipes on diesels. There 
are 18-inch alloy wheels on GT- 
Line and GT-Line S versions 
and 19-inch wheels on GT S. 

What exterior decoration does 
appear is there to aid aerody¬ 
namics and ensure the car re¬ 
mains stable at the high speeds 
it is capable of. There are air 
curtains at the front and finned 


gills behind the rear wheel 
arches to reduce wake as turbu¬ 
lent air passes around the large 
wheels and tyres. The final 
shape of Stinger called for in¬ 
tense collaboration between de¬ 
signers and aerodynamicists to 
make airflow around the car as 
clean as possible without dilut¬ 
ing its stunning styling. 

Warranty and Servicing 
The extensive testing regime 
undertaken with Stinger means 
that it enjoys the same seven- 
year/100,000-mile warranty as 
any of the company's other mod¬ 


els. This declaration of faith in 
the car's reliability and quality 
covers all labour and parts ex¬ 
cept those subject to normal 
wear and tear, and is transfer¬ 
able if the car is sold before the 
time/mileage limit expires. 

Stinger's standard paint finish 
is Sunset Yellow, while Pearl 
White, Midnight Black, Ce¬ 
ramic Grey, HiChroma Red and 
Panthera Metal are chargeable 
options. Stinger comes with 
three interior colour options, 
Black leather, grey leather or 
red leather.
